"The sheriff visited Homestead and 


talked with tho advisory committee. 
It wai inked that they be permitted ix> 
Appoint men from their nurobor to act 
M deputy sheriffs; In other words, the 
men who were Interfering with the cx- 
eraiKM at our corporate rights, prevent- 
ing «» from conducting our business 
ttratra, nqnevted that they bo clothod 
with the authority of rteputy fthei- 
IrntoUOnohwff* o* our plant 
~ 


Tho rest of tho story Is a familiar one: 
tho handful of deputies sent up by 
Sheriff McCleary were surrounded by 
the mob and forced to le*v« town, and 
then the watchmen ware sent up to be 
landed on our property lor the protec- 
tion of our plant." 


"Why 
did tho Carnaglo company 


call upon the Pinkertons for watchmen 
tojjH-otoot their property. 


1*Wo did not see how olae we could 


have protection. We only wanted them 
for watchmen to protect our property 
and t*iat tho workmen we would take to 
Homestead—and wo have had applica- 
tions from many men to go there to 
work—bo not interfered with. 


"Tho tacts connected with tho en- 


gagement of the Pinkerton men are 
these. From post experience, not only 
with the present nherift but with oth- 
ers, wo have found that he has been 
unable to furnish us with a sufficient 
number of deputies to guard our prop- 
erty and protect tho men who wero 
anxious to work on our terms. We 
felt that for tho safety of our property 
and In order to protect our workmen it 
wan necessary for us to secure our own 
watchmen 
to 
assist 
tho 
sheriff, 


and wo know of no other 
source 


from which to obtain them than from 
Pinkerton agencies, and we brought 
tho watchmen hero as quietly as possi- 
ble, had them taken to Homestead at 
an hour of tho night when we hoped to 
have them enter our works without 
any interference whatever, and with- 
out meeting r.ny body. Wo proposed 
to land thorn on our own property and 
all our efforts wcro to prevent tho pos- 
sibility of u collision between 
our 


former workmen and our watchmen. 


"Wo nro to-day barred out of our 


property at Homestead and havo been 
since the 1st of July. There is nobody 
in tlie mills up there now; they are 
standing a silent mass of machinery, 
with nobody to look aftor them 
They 


arc In tho hands of our former work- 


en." 
"Have the mon made overtures for a 


settlement of tho difficulties since these 
troubles commenced?" 


"Yes; n leading officer of the Amal- 


gamated association, yesterday, when 
the rioting was going on, called on the 
sheriff and afikod him to come down 
and see like, stating that if he could get 


promise tliat we would confer with 


the representatives of tho Amalga- 
mated association looking toward an 
ltdjustment of this trouble, ho would 
ffo to Homestead and stop this rioting." 


"Did you consider his proposal?" 
' "No, sir, I told tho gentleman who 
called that wo would not confer with 
thu Amalgamated association officials; 
hat it was their followers who were 
rioting and destroying our property, 
and we would not accept his proposl- 
.ion 
At the same time, this represen- 


tative of oui former workmen said that 
,hoy wero willing to accpt the terms 
iffered and concede evoryiog we asked 
\eopt thu date for the termination of 
the scale, which thoy still insisted 
should bo June !!0 in place of December 
11 " 


"What of tho future of this difficul- 


ty."' 


"It is In the hands of the authorities 


of Allegheny county 
If thoy aro un- 


able to eopo with It, it certainly is the 
iuty of the governor of tho state to 
see that we are permitted to operate 
our establishment unmolested. The 
nen engaged by us thiougb the Pinker* 
ton ngeneii s wore sent up to Homestead 
with the full knowledge of the sheriff, 
and by him placed in charge of his 
chief deputy, Col tlray, and, as we 
enow, with instructions to deputize 
.hem in case it became necessary 
We 


mve made an impartial Investigation 
uul are atisfU'd beyond doubt that the 
watchmen employed by us wore fired 
ipon by our former workmen and their 
ricnds for twenty-five minutes before 
,hey reached our property, and wore 
ircd upon after they had reached our 
property. That thoy did not return 
.ho fire 
until a'tcr tho boats had 


•ouehed the shoro and after throe of 
,he watchmen had beon wounded, one 
'atiilly. 
After a number of the watch- 


men wore wounded and Capt. Rogers, 
in charge of tho towboat, at their re- 
quest, had taken the Injured away, 
leaving tho barges at our works, un- 
protected, our former workmen refused 
xi allow Cupt. Rogers to return to the 
mrgos that he might remove them 
from our property, but fired at him 
and fatally wounded one of the crow," 


"You doubtless aro aware, Mr. Frtck, 


hat tlie troubles at the Homestead 
nillH have Invited widespread atten- 
tion and as a result congress proposes 


investigate the trouble, as woll as

"I am aware of that fiwt, sir. While

PiTTsmrnoii, Pa., July 8.—Capt. Wil- 


liam Rogers, who was thought to have 
been one of tho almn at Homestead, re- 
turned to this city on the Little Bill. 
Tho following Is his accountof the trip: 


"I had contracted to tow tho two 


barges to Homestead and was on hand 
with the towboat LittU Bill last night 
to do the work. The barges had bean 
at the landing below the Manchester 
docks, and according to our instruc- 
tions wo went to Davis inland In the 
morning. There ire met about 800 
men—I supposed they were PlnVertons 
—and they boarded th» barge*, about 
160 in each. The; hud reputing rl«es 
and bine uniforms with thorn. ^~ 


wero 
a good set 
tA men. They 


were orderly and 
perfectly 
sober. 


They made no noise. They simply 
want into the barges and staid there. 
Tho captain in charge called the men 
to him and commanded the strictest at- 
tfln'ion to his orders. 'So man,' said 
he 'will dare to flru one shot or raise 
his pleca without positive and distinct or- 
ders. There will be no trouble at Home- 
stead, and we won't make any. Our 
business is to keep the peace, and not 
to disturb It1 Ho then commanded 
that the men restrain themselves and 
be quiet 


"Everything went all right with us 


until we got below Lock No. 1, when 
the Tile, which was towing one of tho 
barges, broke one of her cams. She 
blew her whistle and tho Little Bill 
went back, relieved her of her barge 
and went through the look with both 
barges. When we reached Homestead 
there seemed to be considerable excite- 
ment. 


"As we got nearer the excitement 


grew more Intense. The people thon 
began firing upon us. tVe tried to 
make a landing thon 
My mon went 


forward to tie up to tho shore barge, 
while the Pinkerton men shoved out a 
landing plank. 
The people on the 


bank wore awfully excited, but the 
man under mo and the Pinkcrtons 
were perfectly qulot nnd I kept urging 
them to remain so. 


"In the midst of it all, the Pinkerton 


captain swore vengeance upon any man 
who would attempt to shoot, although 
tho balls wero flying from the other 
side. I state positively that the men 
on shore commenced the firing 
By 


this time tho landing plank hod been 
gotten oft. As tho mon wore about to 
land, a man with a revolver made a 
dash lor It, firing all the while. The 
Pinkertons tried to push him back and 
succeeded, when two more followed, 
overpowering tho fow Plnkorfons. The 
people flrcd directly at tho Plnkortons, 
they fired all over the barges and at 
tho Litto Bill. Then the Plnkortous 
opened quite a fusilade upon the peo- 
ple. As they did this they received 
a deadly flre from over their heads. 
Some people had stationed themselves 
upon the water tower and shot right 
down. I was standing In 
uhe midst 


of them, and one or 
two 
Pink- 


erton 
mom 
fell 
about mo. 
Tho 


Pinkerton captain, while in 
front 


of his men trying 
to 
clear 
the 


landing plank, rwas a shot. lie was 
the flrst Pmkorton to fall 
Several of 


his mon rushed out to where he lay to 
defend him. He was thon carried Into 
tho 
barge 
The 
firing 
continued 


steadily. 


"I was told to assist with tho steam- 


boat, the party of Pinkertons who 
were taking care of the wounded 
The 


boat was brought to and tho wounded 
put upon it. We went to Turtle Creek 
and put them on a train 


"My contract was then ended, and I 


started for home Thoti it was that our 
boat was the target of all tho guns of 
the crowd. Bullets whistled through 
the cabin, pilot house and engine room. 
My watchman was shot. The people 
flroa upon us until we got out of their 
reach and then the bullets splashed 
in the water. If the people could only 
look at tho case the right way, they 
would agree that the attack upon us 
was wrong. I was simply doing what 
I was paid for doing and what anyone 
else would do. Lot me say again, the 
Pinkertons behaved well 
They were 


fired upon flrst and attacked when 
they were doing nothing, even before 
they touched the shore. They had to 
fire to defend themselves and their cap- 
tain." 
The Pinkertons Did Not Fire Till Their 
Captain Fell 


PiTTsnoitoii, Pa , July 8 —Capt 
F 


H. Hain was the first man wounded 
In Wednesday's great battle at Home- 
stead. 
He was also tho first man 


brought to the hospital hero 
He 


makes the following statement: 


"I cannot tell anything about our 


movements prior to reaching Home- 
stead. 
That would bo a breach of 


faith 
When we reached opposite the 


landing and were steering In mid- 
stream, whistles began to blow and a 
skiff containing three men rowed right 
In front 
of 
our 
boat. 
Two 
of 


these pulled revolvers and thoy began 
the skirmish. We made for tho land- 
Ing about S o'clock, and my assistant 
went down to land. 
He was attacked 


by the strikers, and I was about to 
rush to his aid when I was shot In the 
leg. My men wera drawn up In order 
behind me with instructions that if 
they wero fired upon to return the flre. 
TliB shots, which at flrst were scatter- 
ing, became general In an instant, bul- 
lets pouring upon 'our boat from every 
direction. Tho attack came from the 
workmen, and our mon did not flro a 
•hot until I was woundad."

'Works. 


THE RIOTERS STILL III POSSESSION. 


A Serious Question (or the Strikers to 


Pondar—The SfteriH Helpless, but 


Determined to Do His Duty— 


Mtosing Pinkerton Mon. 


Sheriff McOleary Helpless. 


HABRisBtma, Pa., July 8—Late yes- 


terday afternoon Gov. Pattison received 
the following telegram from Sheriff 
McCleary at Pittsburgh: "Last night 
I went to Homestead, accompanied by 
officers of tho Amalgamated association, 
and succeeded in bringing away the 
guards sent by river who had surren- 
dered to tho rioters. The arms of the 
guards, who numbered about 800, are 
all In the possession of the rioters. 


"To-day everything is quiet, but tho 


works are in possession of a largo force 
of tho strikers. Any attompt on tho 
part of tho civil authorities to dispo- 
sess them will be met with resistance. 
Last evening I issued a general sum- 
mons to clthtcns to attend this morning 
at 0 o'clock to aid In restoring order, 
and I also Issued a large number of 
notices to Individuals. The result up 
to noon to-day Is, thirty-two persons 
have 
reported, 
all 
without arms 


They have been notified to appear 
to-morrow at 9 o'clock, and I havo 
issued additional notices to individuals 
summoning thorn to appear at the 
same time 
These notices will bo 


served to-day. 
I am satisfied from 


present indications that it will be Im- 
possible to obtain any considerable 
forcepand the force thus gathered with- 
out discipline and arms, will be of no 
use whatever. As soon as any effort is 
made to take possession of tho property 
another outbreak will occur " 


Veatorday'a Conference on the Western 
Scale. 


PiTTsnunon, Pa , July 8.—Two con- 


ferences were held yesterday between 
tho manufacturers and the amalga- 
mated officials with reference to tho 
western 
scale. 
Adjournment was 


taken at fl o'clock until 2 p in. to-day. 
At the adjournment tho prospects of a 
settlement wnre more favorable than 
at any time sinoo the negotiations wore 
opened 
It was learned that certain 


parts of the scale, on which the manu- 
facturers had asked modifications, wen> 
presented and a number of Items wore 
favorably considered by tho amalga- 
mated men, but not finally approved 


It is stated on reliable authority that 


the differences will very likely bo com- 
promised by a scaling down of the 
wages of the heaters and rollers as a 
concession on tho part of the manufac- 
turers 
It has been claimed for years 


that the rollers and heaters have been 
receiving wages too high in proportion 
to other iron workers, the maintenance 
of which has been at many times the 
bone of serious contention between tho 
manufacturers aud their employes. 


A flarious Question. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 8—A matter 


now under discussion Is the probablo 
stand to bo taken by President Fri-k. 
There is not a man here who believes 
the chairman of the great Carnegie in- 
terests will ever give his consent to en- 
gago the services at those who now arc 
idle 
Thore was at one time a proba- 


bility that the men would be taken 
back, but now it is oonoeded positively 
cortain that no man now will bo given 
work 
Should Frick and the other of- 


fioials insist on refusing to take back 
their old employes it will bo a hard 
blow to Homestead 
The majority of 


tho <mcn have families and own the 
houses in which they livo 
Then again 


tho Immensity of the plant and peculiar- 
ity of tho work is such that it would 
bo difficult for 4,000 steel workers to 
leave hero and secure worh elsewhere.

believed the property ia danger, instead 
ot bringing about the calamity which has 
just been enacted, it would have been 
better to demand protection from the 
county and state authorities than to at- 
tempt t» protect it by the nse of special 
watchmen of their own; and if destruc- 
tion to property oame, hold the county 
liable as wu* done on account ot tbe de- 
struction of property in the strike ot 
1877.

In Turkes- 
tan, on tliu right bank of the Amou 
Daira, in A chain of rocky hills near the 
Bokhoron town of Karki, ore a number 
oC largo caves, which upon ^^"M*"*- 
tion were found to lead to an under- 
ground city, built, apparently, long bc- 
foro tho Christian era. According to 
the effigies, inscriptions and designs 
upon the gold and silver money unearth- 
ed from among the ruins, the existence 
of the town dates back to some two 
centuries before the birth of Christ.

several stories, by the symmetry of die
